To begin with, the United States

I onsin, Michigan, Indiana, and 
Ipis. Over each Region is a Be­ 
lial Executive in charge of its 
luting Activities helping organ- 
Councils and advancing and pro- 
ting new territories.

ve several men whose work it is 
> extend Scouting into the field, 
and in our own case the North 
W est Suburban Council one of these 
men came into the territory and 
started organization. 
The only source of income to help 
pay these men to carry on the work 
is but a small amount raised each 
year by each Council. 
This item 
is called the National Quota. A fter 
a Council is started, a man is hired 
and trained in the work, who is 
called the Scout Executive whose 
position calls for m any duties. 
F irst to see th at each community 
is completely organized into work­ 
ing groups; see th at the finances 
are raised, and help raise them if 
necessary. 
Secure men to lead the 
boys and train the men as well. 
See th at proper publicity is given 
to Scouting.

Was Married at 13 
She told of her “sparking days,” 
when a big, handsome railroad con­ 
ductor came to build the Northwest­ 
ern railroad through Palatine. This 
man, M. L. Pinney, finished his job 
in 1853, but before he moved to an­ 
other stretch of railroad building 
he married the 15 year old lassie. 
Both had their photographs taken 
to celebrate their engagement and 
these of daguerreotypes are treas­ 
ured among her keepsakes. 
Mr. Pinney died eight years ago 
at the age of {ii years. 
When she was asked to tell her 
earliest recollections, she recounted 
how she heard her folks tell of the 
great wolf hunt in Palatine in 1839.
